WHEREAS, Acts 1959, Chapter 233, Section 20a, as added by 


Acts 1959, Chapter 107, Section 6, page 217; Acts 1965, Chapter 
437, Section 1, page 1394, of the Legislature of the State of 
Indiana, sometimes referred t@ as Section 48-1233 et seq. Burns 


Indiana Statutes Annotated, Volume 9, Part 1, 1963 Replacement, 


provides that the Common Council of each city, shall by ordinance | 


duly enacted on or before the first day of April of the year in 
which elections of city officers are held, fix the annual 
salaries of all elected city officials; and 

WHEREAS, the year 1967 is a year in which elections of 
city officers are held; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, by reason of its administrative authority and 
control of the operation of two municipally~owned utilities of 
the City of Fort Wayne, namely, the City Light and Power Works 
and the City Water Works, has authority to fix additional compen~ 
sation payable to city officials who perform services for the 
city, other than governmental, which services are connected with 
the operation of any municipally~owned utility subject to the 
approval of the Mayor of said city and the Common Council of 
said City, which additional compensation is payable solely out 


of the revenue derived from the operation of said utilities; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort 
| Wayne, by resolution duly adopted, fixed, effective January 1, 

| 1968, certain amounts as additional compensation for certain 

| elected officials of the City of Fort Wayne, for their services
